$15,000 Blaze Destroys 90-Year 
Old Barn, Crops, Farm Machinery 


On Myers Farm In Bonneauville

Thursday night destroyed a 90-year- 
old bank barn on the farm of T. Am­ 
brose and Martha M Myers, in Bon­ 
neauville. with a loss estimated at 
upwards of $15,000, partly covered 
by insurance. 
Also destroyed were a wagon shed, 
a large corn crib, and an implement 
shed. Firemen from Bonneauville, 
Gettysburg, New* Oxford and Cen­ 
tennial prevented the spread of the 
{lames to several other buildings, in­ 
cluding another corn crib, a hog 
pen and a chicken house 
Fifteen head of cattle were driven 
out 
of 
the 
barn 
before 
flames 
reached the 
lower part, but 
20 
chickens were lost, together with 
crops and farm machinery. 
Crop* Are Consumed 
Mr Myers said the barn and com 
crib contained 1,100 bushel* of corn, 
15 tons of hay. 18 tons of straw, 
•hredded fodder from 20 acres of 
land, 20U bushels of oats, OO bushels 
of barley. 50 bushels of acheat, a hay 
loader, 
two-hor.se 
wagon, 
drill, 
manure spreader, chopping mill, en­ 
silage cutter miid other implements. 
The main portion of the barn it­ 
self, which measured 46 by 90 feet, 
was built in 1861, Mr. Myers said, 
and was one of the oldest bams in 
the vicinity 
Tile fire was discovered at 8 30 
o'clock by a pas.ser by who notified 
Leo Storm, operator ol a store in 
Bonneauville, almost opposite the 
Myers home. Mr Storm ran to the 
lire engine house and turned an the 
siren. Gettysburg firemen were called 
at 8 40 p m 
I na ware Of Blaze 
Mr Myers was sitting in the kuch­ 
en of his home and knew nothing 
of th* fire until he heard the siren, 
he said His wife, also in the room, 
looked out the rear windows when 
the siren sounded, and saw the 
flamer 
Mr 
Myers said they brut 
gained considerable headway and 
were mushrooming out of the top of 
the barn when he ran from the 
house 
Just before the fire was discovered 
a son-in-law, Raymond OmdorfT. 
who lives neiy* the Myers home, .said 
he heard what sounded like an ex­ 
plosion Dishes rattled on the shelves. 
he said Myers said there ass noth­ 
ing In the bam to explode. 
The livestock were turned Into a 
field across from the barn, and later 
taken to a neighbor's for shelter 
Third Bonneauville Call 
Gettysburg 
firemen 
took 
three 
pumpers and the service truck to 
the fire Tile Mack pumper was sta­ 
tioned at the Bonneauville reservoir, 
and supplied water which was u-ed 
to wet down other buildings. At ihe 
height of the fire flames could be 
seen for miles. Sparks showered an 
adjacent field, but the damp ground 
prevented grass fires. The wind car­ 
ried the sparks away from Bonneau­ 
ville. 
ti was the third time Gettysburg 
firemen have been called to Bon­ 
neauville recently. The first was 
when fire badly damaged Bt. Jo­ 
seph’s Catholic school on October 
15, and the second when a truckload 
of T ier overturned on October 25.

It has 
survived centuries of change in 
habits and customs because of its 
permanent spiritual values.

We have 
in the colorful life of this outstand­ 
ing Biblical character an impressive 
illustration that all things work to­ 
gether for good to them that love 
God. No matter what happens to one 
of God's children, if he retains his 
faith, makes the best of bad situa­ 
tions, and continues to love his 
enemies. Qod not only pours bless­ 
ings upon him, but renders him a 
blessing to others. 
Adventure Story 
And for the most fascinating ad­ 
venture story ever told, take an eve­ 
ning off and read about the return 
of the Jews from slavery in Egypt to 
the Promised Land. It is, indeed, a 
thrilling and all-absorbing story of 
a Great Leader and an indomitable 
and persevering people.

Large Distribution 
Many Bible societies throughout 
i the world have for their purpose 
without profit, and largely through 
whole or part donations, the dis­ 
tribution of Bibles. The American 
Bible Society, organized in 1816, has 
to its credit the distribution, here 
and in foreign lands, of approxi­ 
mately 200.000,000 volumes; and our 
Oideon Society, confining distribu­ 
tion to hotel guest rooms, has dis­ 
tributed more than a million copies 
The Bible has been the source of 
guidance 
and 
enlightenment 
in 
! every department of human life and 
thought. Our early Puritan Fathers 
went so far as to insist that no 
action in their daily' lives could be 
regarded as righteous unless “ex- 
| pressly warranted by Holy Writ.” 
But those were the days and 
rimes when family worship in the 
home, morning and evening, was 
the custom; and it continued to be 
the custom, pretty generally, until 
the turn of Hie century when a 
marked decline in this ennobling 
influence in the home developed.

Furthermore, 
in

perilous 
times, when godless ideologies of 
varying sorts and degree are com ­ 
manding the attention of one-third 
of the world's population, a daily 
reading of Ood's sacred word should 
be a “M UST’ In every household In 
the land. 
Protestant, Catholic and Jew and 
even those who, in this scientific 
age, find it d.ffl ult to believe in 
direct revelation, can get from the 
Bible an inspiration tney cannot 
afford to lose. 
To the Christian it offers the hope 
of 
salvation 
and 
a 
future 
life 
through (he death of the meek and 
lowly Jesus, the One Who, more than 
any other, has affected the course 
of civilization. To the Jew, the Old 
Testament offers hope of Ood’s 
kingdom on earth with a reign of 
righteousness and peace. 
The Bible, moreover, is a source of 
great consolation to those stricken 
by bereavement, of spiritual relief 
for the despondent, and of justice 
and good will toward men, whether 
derived from the teachings of Jesus 
and the disciples and apostles who 
carried on His work, from Moses and 
the prophets, or from the Psalmist 
who has been a boon to the broken 
and weary In spirit. 
Devout Belier rf 
Another reason for reading the 
Bible is, had it not been for this 
great work of many inspired men, 
there would be no civilization as 
we know it today with a code of 
morals based upon its fundamental 
precepts. Let us not forget that It 
was those devout believers in this 
inspired book who settled the West­ 
ern Hemisphere. 
So much else to read, someone 
says. Yes, that is true; but even from 
a selfish standpoint the would-be 
cultured 
man 
or 
woman cannot 
achieve his or her aims without an 
understanding of and familiarity 
with the Biblical references In lit­ 
erature, par Ocularly that of the 
western world. 
So let us read the Bible—read it 
daily and thoughtfully; It will do 
something to us—something 
that 
will make us more fully appreciate 
the daily manifold blessings be­ 
stowed upon us by the "Author and 
Finisher of our faith." 


SENATOR DUFF

He was commenting on Zweifel’s 
speech earlier in the day at Houston 
which referred to Duff's pro-Eisen­ 
hower visit to Texas as "phony." 
The hard words flew as Duff came 
here for a statewide rally of Repub­ 
licans 
who 
are 
supporting Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower for the presi­ 
dential nomination, 
Zweifel partisans have accused 
Duff of coming to Texas to back 
Jack Porter of Houston for Zweifel's 
national committee post. 
Said Duff: “When I came to Texas. 
I came for one purpose I want to 
urge the nomination of one of the 
most distinguished 
sons 
of 
this 
state. Gen. Eisenhower, for a candi­ 
date for president. 
“I assumed I was going to talk 
about him and no one else. I find. 
however, a man by the name of 
Zweifel does not care very much for 
Gen. Eisenhower and does not be­ 
lieve a senator from Pennsylvania 
should have the privilege of express­ 


ing an opinion of his own. 
“For my part, if we hsd a son of 
Pennsylvania who was a candidate, 
we would be very happy to have 
someone from Texas come up and 
tell us about him."

Moses had a super­ 
human task to build them into an 
orderly and satisfied nation. History 
reveals that it is often difficult to 
bring a jreoplt to a higher standard 
of living. 
Fear gripped toe fleeing Hebrews 
when they learned the powerful 
Egyptian army was following them 
Directly before them was the sea 
They could not turn to either side, 
behind them was the army. But 
a cloud by day and a pillar of fire 
at night guided and protected them. 
Then they came to the waters It is 
not known where the crossing was 
to bo made. But the guiding hand J 
of God was with them "An east 


wind" drove back the waters, which 
in places were shallow, so that the 
feeing people passed over on dry 
land. The waters returned and the 
pursuing foe perished. The Hebrews 
were free of Egyptian might and 
oppression. Moses fittingly led his 
people in a song of triumph iEx­ 
odus 15). 
But other difficulties were met, 
and overcome. A long time was re­ 
quired—40 years—to organize the 
people but recently rome out of 
shivery, and prepare them to take 
over the land promised them The 
ht> tory of th-se years is of great 
interest It is also significant in the 
lessons to be learned 
In all movements of enduring
